ter assurance of the bread and 
spaghetti supply. They are call- 
ing for more intensive cultivation 
of hilly land and mountainside, 
where the average yield of about 
17 to 20 bushels an acre (11.4 to 
14 quintals per hectare) is con- 
sidered too low.
